Subscriptions officially to 
the Treasury Department total only 
$2,.798,419.950, but officials were con- 
fident reports yet to be made on 
today’s subscriptions would carry 
this total above the $3,000,000,000 
mark.

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PRESIDENT’S ULTIMATUM. 

President Wilson has again spoken. He 
has made plain to the German people that 
to a contrite and repentant Germany which 
has purged itself of autocratic government 
and so amended its national character that 
the power to make war and peace no longer 
rests in autocratic hands; that has definite 
ly abandoned its U-boat campaign against 
the commerce of other nations; that has 
stopped the acts of incendiarism, spoliation 
and desolation which mark the enforced 
‘withdrawal of the German armies from 
France and Flanders; that is ready to con- 
fess to outrages committed against peace 
loving neighbors and to make whatever ma- 
terial restitution is possible; that will admit 
the supremacy in the field of the Allied 
armies; that will give adequate guarantees 
for the protection of these peoples against 
another scourge of Hun vandalism—to a 
Germany that comes in this mood and with 
these things accomplished, the Allies will 
leud un ear. But with ag atitocratic Ger 
many at whose head is an Emperor em- 
powered to make war and declare peace on 
bis own initiative, the Allied nations will 
not treat of peace. 

Hard terms, these, for the Prussian Jun- 
kers who have drenched a world in blood. 
The Kaiser, the Crown Prince and the Ger 
man General Staff will find in them cold 
comfort. But for the great mass of the 
German people they offer peace and socurity 
alike against formidable foes without and 
against the dominion of war lords within. 
President Wilson has not receded from the 
position which he has taken in his mes 
sages to Congress and in his public utter 
ances. He stands ready to meét the Ger- 
man people in a sincére effort to sécuré a 
just and lasting peace that will guarantee 
the freedom and integrity of every people, 
little and great. But he will have nothing 
to do with the titled vandals, who regard 
international agreements as so many scraps 
of paper, who sweep Europe with fire and 
sword for the avowed purpose of establish- 
ing the dominion of “Deutschland uber 
alles.” 

President Wilson has opened the gate 
that leads to a lasting peace; but it will 
de easter for a camel to pass through the 
eye of a fheedle than for a Junker and his 
pack to enter therein. It is perhaps too 
much to expect that the German government 
will hurriedly insist upon an armistice 
granted under such terms; for it contem- 
plates a complete revision ot the constitu- 
tien under which the German confedera- 
tion is formed. The “German constitation 
provides that the executive power shall be 
in the Emperor's hands. He represents the 
empire internationally, and can declare war 
and make peace as well as enter into trea- 
» thea with other nations. President Wilson 
im@icates clearly that this grant of arbi- 
trary power must be withdrawn before Ger- 
many can become a@ party to a just and 
lasting peace. He quotes in his reply @ 
paragraph from his address on July 1, in 
which he demands “The destruction of 
every arbitrary power than can separately, 
seoretiy and in single choice disturb the 
peace of the world.” He adds, “The power 
that has hitherte controlled the German 
nation is of the sort here described.” 

Germany is given a ch@ice. She can have 
peace under a truly representative govern- 
ment wherein the supreme power is vested 
in the people as a whole and not in an auto- 
cratic overlord, a government that shall 
repudiate the U-boat campaigns underseas 
and the wanton destruction of life and prop- 
erty and the honor of women on land; or 
she can continue the present hopeless war 
fare in which the supremacy of the Allied 
armies becomes daily more apparent, a war- 
fare that must lead in the end to peace 
conditions more rigid and still more bhumil- 
lating to her governing class than those 
now offered by the President. 

President Wilson imposes no obligations 
not covered in his messages and addresses. 
But he makes plain that the terms under 
which Germany can have peace are not sub- 
ject to compromise. Whether Germany ac- 
cepts them at the present time, or whether 
she continues ber struggie until other mil 
lions of American troops are in the front 
lines and the Allied standards are floating 
above the great steel mills of Essen and the 


} government buildings im Berlin, they are 


the terms, and the only terms, on which 
peace will be concluded. President Wilson 
did not make this answer without securing 
by cable the views of the other belligerents 
with whom America is associated. He in- 
forms Germany that the United States will 
make no separate peace and that Germany 
must tfeat with all the Allies as with a sin- 
e unit. He lays special stress upon the 
acts of vandalism that are marking the Ger- 
man retirement at the very time that Ger- 
many comes asking a negotéated peace. 

Carping critics, who have charged the 
President with treating fhe crimes of Ger- 
many's rulers too lightly, and the yellow 
hounds of the press that have covertly ac- 
cused the President of a betrayal of the 
cause of the Allies—-all the influences that 
have made common cause during the last 
ten days to discredit the President and his 
atts in the eyes of our Allies, have their 
answer. Not one of them dared propose 
conditiong more severe than those which, 
as the President now points out, are em- 
bodied in his own peace terms. Yet the 
justice of those terms is becoming firmly 
impressed on the peoples of all nations with 
every note that passes. It is well to re 
member that the weapon of justice is not 
an olive branch, but a sword. The Presi- 
dent bas not “rejected” the German peace 
note. He has left the way open for further 
negotiations and for an armistice looking 
to a general peace. But it is @ way that 
only freemen can tread. German autocracy 
must perish, preferably at the hands of the 
German people; but a peace cannot be con- 
Cuded, cannot be seriously considered, 
which an autocracy survives. Under which 
flag, Prince Maximilian? Evasion is impos- 
sible. 

The President's response is a noble docu- 
| ment which cannot fall to meet the ap-

is in it, as well as the statesman's under.

The sur- 
render of Germany is inevitable. She must 
accede without reservation to the Pres- 
dent's terms and hew to the line the sooner 
the better for Germany. She must and she 
will! The doom of autocracy has been 
struck and the dawn of the peace of justice 
is in sight. 


SWORD BEARER. 

A noble son of fair Nippon is on his 
way to this country on a notable mission. 
He is about to present to President Wilson 
an ancient and richly-wrought sword that 
has been included among the treasures of 
Japanese royalty for nearly four centurtes. 
Although the gift becomes the personal 
property of the recipient, it is really a 
graceful and an official recognition of the 
amiable relations between two great coun- 
tries and a tribute of respect and admira- 
tion from one ruler to another. 


But there was once a time in the world’s 
history when a messenger bearing a sword 
was not welcome, He came as one carrying 
a challenge to mortal combat. Sometimes 
some rough and hasty warrior would lop 
off the ears of the messenger with his own 
sword and send him back to his royal 
patron bathed in bieod as a living reminder 
of what the answer would be. Such might 
have been the method of Attila, the old he 
bear of the Huns, whose reincarnation now 
heads the waning house of Hohenzollern. 

But in this case the conditions will be 
different. The President will receive the 
emissary with a loving cup and some well 
chosen and enduring words about hands 
across the sea. What he will do with the 
sword the fates must determine. If the 
Mikado fancied that he would gird it on 
and personally finish up, the bloody bus, 
ness now waging in Duro he is much mis- 


taken. Although the dad decreed that 
our President should an apostie of 
armed strife he is not himself a man of 


both men of the sword and men of the pen, 
but he himself was rather handy with both 
implements. 

- It is practically certain that President 
Wilson will never wield his Japanese toad- 
stabber on the crimson field of carnage. 
Much as we would like to see him chasing 
the Kaiser through the streets of Berlin 
with a bloody meat chopper in his fins, we 
will never realize our whim. Better for us 
that he remain at the post of duty than 
that he should go heedlessly to the post of 
danger. Neither may the sword be used for 
culinary or table purposes. Mrs. Wilson 
would never let the President eat with it.
